WHAT MAKES LUMBER SCARCE 


Did you ever stop to reason out why lumber is so 


scarce? 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture, through its 


Forest Service, has recently published a little folder 
which tells some of the facts about the shortage of 
lumber. It is called, "Why Is Lumber Scarce?" 


Apparently it isn't all black market or hoarding. 


These, along with a shortage of experienced woods labor 
and equipment, are being felt locally and temporarily. 
But back of these, there is an actual scarcity, and it 
may remain with us for some years, according to this 
government folder. 


The three basic facts it gives are these: 
1. During the war we reduced our stockpile or re- 


serve from about 17 billion board feet to a little over 4 
billion board feet. 


2. Now there is an excessive demand for lumber to 


meet peacetime requirements and we can't cut enough. 
Lumber is required for almost everything—40 billion 
board feet a year—and we would do well if we could 
produce as much as 33 billion feet a year. But the high 
demand and inadequate production may continue for 
many years after we get more labor and better equip- 
ment. 


3. Our forests are not as productive as they used to 


be. We have reduced our sawtimber 4Q% in the last 30 
years. Our good sawtimber is less plentiful and it is 
harder to get out. 


The Forest Service says there is some waste of 


timber which could be avoided by better cutting, market- 
ing, and milling practices. And it says we can increase 
production of sawtimber trees by prohibiting over-cut- 
ting and by other management improvements.

State College revealed today. Iti 
was the best for any month since 
March, 1945. 


New records for the month were 


made by bank debits, life insur- 
ance sale, postal receipts, bitum- 
inous coal, and telephones. Anthra- 
cite coal production was the best 
since 1943 and building operations 
were the highest in any recent 
year. Motor vehicle sales were the 
highest for the month since 1941. 
Average hourly earnings continued 
to rise !n July and stood at 51.11 J 


Although department store sales i 


showed a slight decline from. June, 
sales in July continued to run far 
ahead of 1945. It was & new high 
for July, 27 per cent above those 
for the same month a year ago. 
Stocks continued to be high with 
better merchandise coming back. 
Manufacturers' inventories 
have 


been restored to the levels of a 
year ago, and retailers are watch- 
ing their goods more carefully for 
items which, do not promise to 
sell well, the survey indicated 


General business in the Oil City- 


Bradford-Warren area during July 
made a new record for the month. 
Based on bank debits, factory pay- 
rolls and industrial power sales 
and using 1935-1939 as 100, the 
index of general business stood 
at 200, a gain of 1% over a year 
ago. From June to July general | 
business increased 2% after sea- j 
sonal adjustment. Telephones in 
Warren made a new record for the 
month, and building 
operations 


were the highest in any recent 
year. Postal receipts 
were 
the 


highest since 1941. Industrial pow- 
er sales were the lowest since 
1941. In the 5-county area em- 
ployee hours and factory employ- 
ment were the lowest since 1941 
and factory payrolls since 1942 
From June to July only industrial 
power sales did not rise after ad- 
justments.

"The world food situa- 
tion will continue to be acute at 
least until October when Northern 
Hemisphere harvests will be in, 
and it will remain serious until 
after the 1947 crops are harvest- 
ed," he said, c.ting1 reports from 
the President's Famine Emergency 
Committee ir. Washington, 
and 


the United Nations Food and Ag- 
ricultural Organization. 


"According to these 
reports." 


he continued, "there will still be a 
deficit of 10 million tons of cer- 
eals in famished areas during the 
coming year.

Prussia and Polish requests for re- 
vision of her northern and western 
frontiers. 


He asserted, however, that Sile- 
sia and other eastern 
German 
areas had been allotted to Poland 
before the Potsdam meeting "for 
administrative purposes" only, and 
that Britain, Russia and the Unit- 
ed States did not agree "to sup- 
port at the peace settlement the 
cession of any particular area." 


This gave the Germans some ' 


ground for hope they might not 
lose all of their eastern lands "to 
Poland. 
Some German political 


leaders have been openly opposing 
such actions in recent speeches. 


Byrnes said France had a right 


to the Saar, but he opposed the 
French plan for internationaliz- 
ing the Ruhr and the Rhineland. 


The secretary was especially 


critical of the Allied Control Coun- 


I cil because of its failure to achieve 
j economic unification of Germany 
in accordance with the Potsdam 
agreement. 


He noted that of the other three 


occupying powers, only the British 
had accepted an American propos- 
al for merging economically the 
various occupation zones in Ger- 
many. 


Byrnes said "millions of German 


people should not be forced to live 


in doubt as to their fate." 


Byrnes said security forces prob- 


ably would have to remain in Gar- 
ir.any for a long period," but th*t 
the American government "does 
not believe that large armies of 
Alien soldiers and of alien bureau- 
crats however well motivated and 
disciplined, are in the long run tha 
most reliable guardians of another 
country's democracy." 


He added, however, that the 


United States would continue to 
support measures necessary to de- 
Nasify and demilitarize Germany.
